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Another  Ohioan  Gives  All  for  His  Country; 
Fliers  Decorated  for  Services  in  Middle  East 


ANOTHER  name  has  been  added 
to  the  roster  of  Ohio  Universi- 
ty's "honored  dead."  The  latest  ad- 
dition to  this  roll  "of  men  who  have 
given  "their  last  full  measure  of  de- 
votion" is  that  of  Second  Lieut.  Clif- 
ford Edwards,  "41,  Amsterdam  (see 
picture),  killed  in  a  plane  crash,  De- 
cember 26,  1942,  while  flying  on  an 
oxygen  familiarization  flight.  He  had 
been  up  to  an  altitude  of  25,000  feet 
and  had  descended  to  about  10,000 
feet  when  his  plane  was  seen  to  wing

over  and  go  down  in  a  dive  crash. 
The  picture  of  the  deceased  fighter 
pilot  was  taken  while  he  was  a  naval 
aviation  cadet  in  Miami,  Fla. 

On  the  hot  sands  of  a  Middle  East 
air  base,  but  lacking  no  ceremonial 
detail,  the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross 
was  pinned  recently  to  the  blouses  of 
two  Ohioans — First  Lieut.  Paul  A. 
Pcstel,  Jr.,  'J8,  Columbus  (see  pic- 
ture), and  First  Lieut.  Cecil  E.  Pat- 
terson), Jr.,  '43x,  McKeesport,  Pa. — 
for  "outstanding  achievements"  as  pi- 
lots of  American  bombers.  In  Pales- 
tine and  Europe  during  the  past  six 
months,  Lieutenant  Pestel  has  com- 
pleted 30  missions  over  European  and 
North  African  battle  areas  and  is 
credited  with  the  destruction  cf  sever- 
al enemy  planes.  Pilot  Pestel  partici- 
pated in  the  successful  bombing  at- 
tack   en    Naples,    December    4,    for 


which  Lieut.  Col.  John  "Killer"  Kane, 
Shreveport,  La.,  was  especially  hon- 
ored. Some  of  Lieutenant  Patterson's 
exploits  were  recounted  in  the  De- 
cember number  of  The  Ohio  AJuni- 
nus.  In  addition  to  the  Distinguished 
Flying  Cross,  each  man  has  been 
awarded  a  medal  for  "meritorious 
achievement  while  participating  in 
more  than  100  hours  of  operational 
flight  against  the  enemy."  The  pic- 
ture of  Lieutenant  Pestel  was  taken 
while  he  was  in  training  and  is  that 
of  an  aviation  cadet. 

Second  Lieut.  Gomer  A.  Wolf, 
of  near  Mount  Vernon  (see  picture 
on  page  4),  was  among  the  Ameri- 
can flyers  in  the  Middle  East  who  re 
ceived  the  army  air  medal  referred 
to  in  the  preceding  paragraph.  Pilot 
Wolf  has  winged  his  B-24  bomber 
over  targets  in  North  Africa,  the 
Mediterranean,  and  Southern  Europe. 
He  was  a  classmate  of  First  Lieut. 
James  B.  Clark. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  S.  Clark,  of 
near  Mount  Vernon,  have  been  noti- 
fied that  their  son.  First  Lieut.  James 
B.  Clark,  '41  (see  picture),  has  been 
"lost  in  action  over  Western  Eu- 
rope." He  was  piloting  a  Flying 
Fortress  at  the  time.  Lieutenant 
Clark  received  his  wings  at  Luke 
Field,  Ariz.,  just  a  year  ago,  and  went 
to  England  last  fall. 

The  parents  of  John  W.  Bennett, 
'4>x,  Cleveland,  have  received  word 
that  their  son  is  safe  at  a  base  hospi- 
tal in  French  Morocco.  Private  Ben- 
nett was  wounded  on  the  first  day  of 
the  African  invasion,  and  has  been 
awarded  the  Purple  Heart  medal. 

Toppled  .M  feet  from  the  "direc- 
tor" of  the  U.  S.  S.  Quincy.  severely 
burned  on  head  and  hands  by  flames 
caused  by  bursting  shells,  pitchpd 
overboard  by  the  shock  of  a  to-nedo 
explosion,  trapped  in  a  cargo  net  as 
his  ship  listed  perilously  above  him, 
floating  undetected  past  a  Japanese 
war  vessel,  and  eventually  being 
hauled  to  safety  bv  other  survivors 
on  a  life  raft,  are  just  a  few  of  the 
details  of  an  experience  wh'ch  Capt 
Fred  J.  F-a-.er,  '40,  Bellefontaine,  of 
the  U.  S.  Mar'nes,  will  not  scon  for- 
get, '^i.i-tain  Fra'er  was  bhwn  from 
his  battle  station  atop  the  director 
vhen    the    first    torpedo    struck    his 


cruiser  in  the  Solomons'  fight  in 
which  three  U.  S.  cruisers  were  sunk. 
Falling,  he  landed  on  a  wounded  ma- 
rine private  who  later  told  of  the  in- 
cident on  a  March  of  Time  broadcast 
originating  in  San  Diego.  Frazer 
and  the  ship's  dental  officer  attempted 
to  render  first  aid  to  a  sailor  whose 
leg  had  been  shot  off,  but  all  were 
thrown  overboard  when  the  second 
torpedo  struck.  The  glare  of  battle 
was  so  bright  that  Frazer  could  eas- 
ily read  the  title  of  a  book  which  he

grasped  as  it  floated  past  him  while 
in  the  water.  Captain  Frazer  com- 
manded the  gun  crew  which  is  be- 
lieved to  have  fired  the  first  Ameri- 
can shot  in  the  occupation  of  Guad- 
alcanal Island,  covering  the  landing 
of  ground  forces  on  Aug.  7,  1942. 
First  Lieut.  Emerson  Houf,  "40,  Ath- 
ens, was  a  member  of  the  landing 
party.  Captain  Frazer  (see  "Mar- 
riages'") is  now  in  Dallas,  Texas. 

Ensign  Paul  Davies,  "42,  Gallipo- 
lis,  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Ad- 
miral Chester  W.  Nimitz,  command- 
er in  chief  of  the  Pacific  fleet.  The 
editor  will  attempt  to  secure  furth- 
er information  concerning  Ensign 
Davies  for  a  story  in  a  future  issue. 

The  latest  word  from  Lieut.  Rich- 
ard E.  Cole,  "41x,  Dayton,  indicates 
that  he  is  now  serving  in  the  India- 
China   Ferry   Command   transporting 
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supplies  from  India  to  China  by  air. 
He  reports  that  "one  route  we  take 
is  really  a  seenie  trip.  We  fly  down 
the  deepest  gorge  in  the  world,  14,000 
feet  straight  down.  It  is  the  gorge 
of  the  Yangtze  River,  whieh  has  the 
Grand  Quiyon  heat  for  size,  hut  it 
isn't  as  pretty  .  .  .  we  ean  see  for 
100  miles  or  better.  All  the  moun- 
tains are  snow-eapped."

William  T.  John- 
ston, "39,  Cleveland,  has  been  cleared 
up  by  a  Government  report  that  he 
is  alive,  but  a  prisoner  of  war  in  the 
Philippines.  Lieut.  Robert  D.  John- 
ston, "42.\,  his  brother,  is  now  thought 
to  be  in  North  Africa.

The  example  of  the  Akron  club  is 
highly  commendable  and  might  well 
be  followed  by  other  organized 
groups  or  by  individual  alumni.  The 
Alumni  Association  has  established  a 
special  magazine  rate  of  $1.00  per 
year  for  men  and  women  in  military 
and  naval  service.

Spring   Semester   Registration 

Figures  Higher  Than  Expected 

Contrary  to  the  beliefs  of  some 
persons  that,  come  registration  time 
for  the  spring  semester,  there  would 
be  no  one  but  girls  left  on  the  Ohio 
University  campus,  Registrar  F.  B. 
Dilley  reports  a  total  enrollment  of 
2,028  students  on  the  books  at  the 
close  of  the  formal  registration  per- 
iod on  January  27.  Possibly  seven- 
ty-five to  one  hundred  more  enroll- 
menst  may  be  expected  before  the 
deadline  for  registration. 

Just  how  many  of  the  registrants 
are  men  has  not  yet  been  determined 
by  Assistant  Director  of  Admissions 
Robert  E.  Mahn,  but  there  is  a  good- 
ly sprinkling  of  males  in  the  new 
student  body.  There  were  1,185 
women  on  the  campus  last  semester. 
Many  of  the  men,  however,  are  ex- 
pecting early  service  calls  and  will 
not  be  able  to  remain  for  the  entire 
semester.  The  total  number  of  stu- 
dents for  the  corresponding  semes- 
ter last  year  was  2,8.^2.  A  shrinkage 
in  the  student  population  since  that 
time  of  approximately  700  is  prob- 
able.

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HE  bulk  of  the  army's  en- 
isted  reservists  in  colleges 
throughout  the  U.  S.  will  be  or- 
dered to  active  duty  in  the  near 
future.  War  Department  officials 
advised  Acting  President  W.  S. 
Gamertsfelder  on  January  25. 
The  order  does  not  include  men 
in  certain  deferred  classifications 
such  as  medical,  dental,  and  veteri- 
nary students:  approved  engineering 
course  students;  advanced  R.O.T.C. 
men;  and  aviation  trainees.  Although 
there  is  a  total  of  460  Ohio  Univer- 
sity students  in  the  Enlisted  Reserve 
Corps,  only  350  of  them  will  be 
effected  since  about  110  are  in  the 
advanced  R.O.T.C.  course  or  in 
other  exempted  groups.  Even  the 
deferred  classifications,  however,  will 
be  called  for  basic  training  at  the  end 
of  the  spring  semester,  unless  there 
is  a  change  of  military  policy.

DURING  the  critical  Ohio  River 
flood  situation  late  last  month. 
Dr.  Darrell  B.  Green,  professor  of 
electrical  engineering,  was  called 
upon  hy  the  U.  S.  Army  Engineers 
to  operate  their  radio  transmitter  at 
Marietta.  This  station  is  one  of  a 
network  operated  along  the  Ohio 
River  and  its  tributaries  by  the 
army  engineer  corps.  The  sta- 
tions are  normally  in  use  only 
a  short  time  each  day,  but  dur- 
ing the  floods  are  manned  24 
hours  daily,  thus  requiring 
extra  operators.

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W.  A.  Matheny,  Faculty  Veteran, 

Passes  on  After  a  Brief  Illness 

Dr.  William  Alderman  Matheny, 
'08,  aged  60,  one  of  the  oldest  mem- 
bers of  the  Ohio  University  faculty 
in  point  of  service,  died  January  15, 
194J,  in  Sheltering  Arms  Hospital, 
Athens,  of  pneumonia.  He  had  been 
ill  for  three  weeks. 

He  attended  the  Ohio  University 
Preparatory  School,  and  continued 
on  in  the  university  to  earn  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  in 
1908.     During  his  undergraduate  ca-

reer  he  interspersed  his  studies  with 
teaching  expenence  in  high  schools  at 
Trimble,  Thurston,  and  Sardis. 

From  1908  to  1911,  Doctor  Ma- 
theny was  an  assistant  in  botany  at 
Clark  University,  Worcester,  Mass., 
during  which  time  he  earned  both  the 
Master  of  Arts  and  Doctor  of  Phil- 
osophy degrees.  He  returned  to  Ohio 
University  as  professor  of  botany  in 
1911,  a  rank  and  title  which  he  held 
until  his  death.  In  1936,  he  was  also 
named  curator  of  the  museum,  which, 
under  his  direction,  developed  until 
it  has  become  a  valuable  adjunct  to 
the  university  as  well  as  to  the  botany 
department.  The  museum  now  holds 
more  than  75,000  specimens,  many 
of  which  were  obtained  through  the 
personal  efforts  of  the  curator. 

Doctor  Matheny  was  the  author  of 
books  on  botany  and  related  subjects, 
and  was  a  frequent  contributor  to 
professional  magazines.  He  was  also 
a  lecturer  and  speaker  v.'ho  enjoyed 
great  popularity  with  his  audiences. 


He  was  a  member  of  the  National 
Museum  Association,  a  fellow  of  the 
American  Association  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Science,  a  director  of 
the  American  Nature  Study  Associa- 
tion, an  invited  member  of  the  New 
York  Academy  of  Science,  and  was 
listed  in  "Who's  Who  in  the  West- 
ern Hemisphere."  He  was  also  a 
member  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity, 
national  social  fraternity. 

Many  friends  of  Dr.  Matheny 
have  received  greetings  during  the 
past  two  Christmas  seasons  which 
were  featured  by  verses  of  his  own 
composition,  "Share-Cropped  Smiles" 
and  "When  Dream  Leaves  Wear  a 
Rose." 

The  deceased  educator  is  survived 
by  a  son.  William  R.  Matheny,  '54.x, 
Takoma  Park.  Md.,  and  two  sisters. 


Colonel  Receives  High  Military 

Award  for  Distinguished  Service 

Lieut.  Col.  Melvin  L.  McCreary, 
"17,  Ycungstcwn  (see  picture  on 
front  cover),  who  refused  to  leave 
his  post,  though  wounded,  in  recent 
New  Guinea  fighting,  received  the 
Distinguished  Service  Cross  from 
Gen.  Douglas  MacArthur  on  January 
15. 

Hit  by  a  mortar  shell  fragment, 
December  24,  Colonel  McCreary 
stuck  to  his  advanced  post,  only  25 
yards  from  Jap  riflemen,  while  he 
directed  Airujrican  mortar  fire  during 
the  attack  on  the  enemy  between 
Giropa  Point  and  Buna  Station.  The 
Jap  position  was  destroyed.  He  had 
his  wound  bandaged,  then  returned 
to  his  observation  post  to  remain 
nearly  six  hours  until  ordered  to  the 
rear. 

Colonel  McCreary  entered  the 
Army  during  World  War  I  and 
served  overseas  in  France.  Electing 
to  continue  in  the  Army  after  the 
war's  end,  he  has  since  served  on  the 
R.O.T.C.  staff  at  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity, and  at  the  following  military 
posts:  Fort  Sill,  Okla.,  Camp  Lewis, 
Wash.,  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison,  Ind., 
Camp  Pike,  Ark.,  and  at  Manilla, 
P.  I. 

The  recently  decorated  officer  was 
captain  of  the  Ohio  University  foot- 
ball team  in  1916.  He  married  the 
former  Alberta  Jones,  '16,  2-yr.,  and 
is  the  father  of  two  daughters,  Vir- 
ginia and  Jeanne.  Virginia  grad- 
uated from  the  University  of  Wis- 
crnsin  with  Phi  Beta  Kappa  honors,

Army  Calls  Will  Decimate  Ranks  of  Varsity 
Athletes  as  Mid-Winter  Teams  Make  Good 


BOBCAT  athletic  teams  were  dealt  a  staggerini;  blow 
hy   the   Army's  notice   that   reservists  would  soon   he 
called  up. 

Athletic  Director  Peden  says  that  not  more  than 
half  a  dozen  football  players  from  last  fall's  squad  will  be 
back  next  season.  The  baseball  squad,  almost  to  a  man, 
will  be  lost. 

The  basketball  squad,  now  midway  through  its  sea- 
son, faces  the  loss  of  three  of  its  brighest  stars-  Ross, 
Thomas,  and  Born.  Several  others  from  the  squad  are 
slated  to  go,  although  many  of  them  arc  registering  for 
the  second  semester,  pending  announcement  of  the  date 
of  call. 

The  wrestling  team  will  lose  its  biggest  point  winner, 
Fred  Schleicher,  who  has  be- 
come the  outstanding  heavy- 
weight matman  in  Ohio  col 
lege  circles,  as  well  as  Ed 
Zednik,  17i-pound  grappler, 
who  is  undefeated  in  two 
starts  this  year. 

On  the  brighter  side, 
several  athletes  are  enlisted 
in  the  Navy  V-7  program  or 
the  Air  Force  Reserve  and 
are  not  affected  by  the  Army 
order. 

ALTHOUGH  not  to  be 
compared  with  the  stren- 
uous activities  of  men  stu- 
dents in  their  new  physical

Even 
the  great  Bobcat  team  of  two  years  ago  looked  had  in 
the  small  Cmcy  gym.  The  Wesleyan  encounter  was  one 
of  those  affairs  in  which  neither  team  looked  good  enough 
to  win,  but  since  there  had  to  be  a  winner,  Ohio  decided 
to  be  it. 

Still  in  a  slump,  the  Bobcats  suffered  the  season's 
second  setback  at  the  hands  of  Dayton  on  the  Flyers' 
home  court.  The  Bobcats  were  within  striking  distance 
most  of  the  time,  but  just  couldn't  get  going. 

The  Bobcats  rallied  in  an  overtime  period  to  defeat 
Xavier   for   their  fifth   victory  in   seven   starts.      Risking 
substitutions  to  his  starting  1  ne-up    as    the    score    stood 
knotted  at  40-all,  Coach  Trautwein  gambled  on  the  per- 
formance   of    some    less    able 
but  fresher  players.     He  won 
-  and  Ohio  won. 

Ohio's  sixth  victim  was 
Miami.  In  this  game,  at  Ohio 
Gym,  the  Bobcats  hit  a  new 
high  in  scoring  for  the  season. 
Riding  the  crest  of  a 
scoring  wave,  the  Green  and 
Whiters  came  face  to  face 
with  the  free-scoring  zippers 
in-m  Akron  in  what  proved 
to  he  a  basketball  thriller  for 
the  books.  Akron  won,  as 
previously  indicated,  72-70, 
but  it  was  not  until  in  the 
fourth  five-minute  overtime 
period,  setting  a  record  for 
extra  periods  on  the  Ohio 
floor. 

The  regulation  period 
ended  in  a  >  1  -all  deadlock 
when  Kenny  Walters,  Ohio  University  forv.ard,  sank  a 
free  throw  after  the  final  whistle.  Neither  team  could 
deliver  the  winning  punch  in  the  first  three  overt'mes, 
and  they  ended  with  score-  tied  at  59-^9,  66-66,  and 
68-68.

With 
only  40  seconds  left  to  play,  Wahl,  visiting  forward, 
dropped  in  the  winning  basket.
